J.C. MPKINNEY, WHO

DIES A MILLIONAIRE 


Blood Poisoning, Resulting 
_From Infection of Foot, 
Proves Fatal—Death at 
Hospital Is Sudden. 


STARTED WITH SMALL 


STORE 45 YEARS AGO.

John E. McKinney, who began his 
business career in a small bakery at 


Ninth and Mound streets 45 years 
ago and ran it into a fortune esti- 
mated at $2,000,000, died sugdenly 
at 6 o'clock last hight at St. John’s 
Hospital from blood poisoning. 

He went to the hospital October 
26 for an operation for an infection 
of the right foot, but owing to his 
general condition of health, which 
had been weak for several years, the 
operation was p&gtponed and doctors 
had devoted their~vattention to pre- 
vent a spread of the infection. 

Mrs. McKinney, who had accom- 
panied her husband to the hospital, 
was chatting with'‘him in his room 
shortly before his death and he ap- 
peared at that time to be getting 
along well. ‘She departed for dinner 
and a few minutes later was im- 
formed of his death, 

Born in Keokuk, Ia. 

McKinney was born in Keokuk, 
Ia., 66 years ago, and at the age of 
4 was brought to St. Louis by his 
parents. His father, John McKinney, 
opened a bakery at Ninth and Mound 
streets, and his son, after attending 
school and serving as apprentice in 
the shop, was placed Mn charge of the 
business when he was 2k. Under his 
management the business flourished 
and four yéars later, in 1881, he en- 
gaged in the wholesale manufacture 
of bread under the firm name of the 
McKinney Bread Co., of which he 
was president. 

In 1908 he disposed of his interest 
in the St. Louis concern to his broth- 
er-in-law, George M. Meissnér, and 
moved to New York, where he helped 
organize the General Baking Co. and 
became its first vice president. 

The McKinney Bread Co., later, 
through merger with other whole- 
sale bakeries here, became known 
as’ the General Baking Co., of which 
Meissner is president. 

He left New York because of fail- 
ing health in the spring of 1920 and 
went to Tulsa, Ok., where he became 
interested in oil leases and increased 
his wealth. He retained his stock 
in the bakery company and contin- 
ued as its vice president. 

How Infection Began. 

The infection, which later caused 
his death, set in about the middle of 
October after he had trimmed a cal- 
lous on the sole of his foot with a 
pocketknife. He at first paid no at- 
tention to it, believing that it would 
heal, but about a week later his foot 


began swelling and gave him such: 


pain that he decided upon an oper- 
ation. 

His wife, who before her marriage 
was Ida Meissner of Bunker Hill, 11l., 
accompanied him to the hospital and 
took a room adjoining his. 

Besides his widow, McKinney is 
survived by a brother, Justin W. Mc- 
Kinney of St. Louis, and a sister, Mrs. 
Wilkins Russell of South Pasadena. 
Cal. 

The funeral will be held in the 
Scottish Rite Cathedral, Seventeenth 
and Locust streets, Thursday at 2 p. 
m., with interment in Bellefontaine 
Cemetery.

MARION,’ IIL, Nov. 14.—At the 
opening of court today in the Her- 


rin massacre case, Judge Hartwell 
ruled, in reversal of his ruling of 
yesterday, ‘that veniremen who have 
been tendered by each side can still 
be challenged peremtorily up to the 
time that each panel of four is com- 
pleted and finall¥ accepted. The 
ruling yesterday was that after each 
side had made the tender there 
could be no peremtory challenges of 
the men tendered. The ruling is 
equally advantageous to both sides. 

George Baker, a miner for 41 
years, examined today, had no opin- 
ions as to whether the killings if 
Herrin constituted a crime. Asked 
if he considered nonunion labor law- 
ful or unlawful he said he had 
never given it much thought. He 
was peremtorily challenged by the 
State. 

Roy Otey and JohnMcCuan, min- 
ers, and Charles Bradley, in the con- 
crete business in Marion, were ex- 
cused for having opinions. 

At the forenoonsesston the State 
peremptorily challenged four, bring- 
ing its total to 10. They were: 
George Baker, Ephraim Doty, Har- 
vey Klein and Herbert McNeil. Doty 
is a Marion grocer formerly a min- 
er; Klein is a miner and McNeil is 
an electrician formerly’ a miner. 
Each profegsed to have formed no 
opinion, A. W. Kerr, chief counsel 
for the defense, is confined to his 
home by illness. It is probable that 
on this account an adjournment will 
be taken tonight to next Monday. 

Panel of Four Tendered. 

Such progress in the examination 
of veniremen was made yesterday 
that late in the afternoon a panel 
of four was tendered by the State. 
It comprised Oscar Swaner, John 
Weaver, Henry Riddle and G. M. 
“Huggins, all farmers, although Rid- 
dle was formerly a miner. 

Under the procedure the defense, 
having already examined the four 
without discovery of cause for-chal- 
lenge, had to accept the four, or, if 
it saw fit to break the panel by per- 
emptory challenge, assume the bur- 
den of replacement, at whatever ex- 
penditure be peremptory capone 
might be necessary. 

The defense promptly challenged 
Huggins peremptorily agd when 
court adjourned had not{ accepted 
another in his=place. The other 
three, although not finally acepted, 
| were held in the custody of Deputy 
Sheriffs. 

The defense was not bound to ac- 
cept any of these, but if it eliminated 
one or more of them by: peremptory 
challenges the State will be bound to 
retain only such as were tendered 
by it and may challenge the defense’s 
selection. 

Nine Excus@a@ for Cause. 

Of the 20 men examined yesterday, 
nine were excused for cause, con- 
sisting in holding such an opinion as 
would take sworn testimony to re- 
move. Six were peremptorily chal- 
lenged by the State and one by he 
defense. All except five either were 
miners or formerly had been, 

It appeared that most of the ve- 
niremen were divisable into two 
classes, those who did not want to 
be on the jury, and those who d601- 
ingly wanted to be on it. The for- 
mer avoided service by oe to 
have opinions as to the gu or in- 
nam lines of the accused. The latter 
drew peremptory challenges by the 
readiness to qualify. A few gave the 
impression that they were not seek- 
ing to evade service or to serve. This 
was true of the four who were ac- 
cepted by the State and proffered to 
the defense. 

Alex. McIinturff, farmer and miner, 
related by marriage to Otis Clark, 
insisted that the relationship would 
not make any difference and main- 
tained so insistently his ability to 
render an unbiased verdict that it 
was necessary to dispose of 1im with 
a peremptory challenge after a chal- 
lenge for cause had been overruled 
on. the ground that the relationship 
was too remote. 

Most of those who professed to 
have fixed opinions as to the guilt 
er innocence of the accused said they 
did not knowgghem personally and 
did not know at particular partic- 
ipation was alleged against them.

GIANT AIRPLANE’ TO. CARRY 
CANNON COMPLETED IN FRANCE 


Machine For Night Bombardment 
Equipped With One of 758 or 
World War Fame.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Com- 
pletion of a giant cannon carrying 
airplane for night bombardment was 
reported to the Commerce Depart- 
ment today by Vice Consul Harold 
D. Finley at Havre. 

The machine is equipped with a 
75-millimeter gun, one of the 75s 
of World War fame, built at the 
Chalon Sur Saone Works for the 
French air ministry. 

The plane is made entirely of 
metal and is propelled by four mo- 
tors of 400 horsepower each. It is 
six meters high, with a fuselage 20 
meters in length, has a wingspread 
of 30 meters and weighs 10 metric 
tons fully equipped. The plans call 
for a speed of 150 ‘kilometers an 
hour. The machine is to be put 
through a series of tests by the engi- 
neers of the air ministry.

The steamship Aysen, which 
reached Antofagasta yesterday from 
Valparaiso, reported that early Sat- 
urday morning a storm arose sud- 
denly and the sea was strangely 
agitated. The ship was shaken vio- 
lently, causing a panic among those 
aboard, but no damage was done. 
Telegraph operators of the coach 
station near Antofagasta, missing 
since the tidal wave of Saturday 
morning, have been found in the 
hills, whence they fled. They were 
without food. 

President Alessandri will leave 
tomorrow for Valpariaso, where he 
will embark on-the battleship Al- 
mirant Latere for a visit to the ports 
stricken by the earth shocks. He 
will be accompanied by the Minis- 
ters of War and Public Works and 
other officials. The battleship was 
reported to have steamed northward 
today, but was called back to await 
the President. 

Many persons helpless from in- 
juries are in need of medical atten- 
tion. Numerous refugees continue 
to stay in the hills to which they fled 
when the earth shocks began. 
Copiapo is in dire need of medical 
assistance. Firemen and boy scouts, 
are doing all possible to render aid 
to the destitute. The municipal the- 
ater and the principal church were 
among the byildings wrecked by the 
shock and nearly all the dwelling 
houses were leveled.

Freirina, Virtually

VALPARAISO, Nov. 14.—The in- 
land town, Freirina, is virtually 
ruined and scores are dead there as 
an result of the disturbances of last 
Saturday, according to a wireless 
message from the steamer Chabuco, 
which has arrived at Huasco. The 
population of Freirina, numbering 
8600 persons, has been cut off from 
outside communication upgtil today. 
At Huagco the sea rose 10 meters, 
destroying the water front structures 
and wrecking numerous craft. Sey- 
eral seamen were drowned by the 
huge waves. A tug was wept inland 
two kilometers, 

Supplies for the stricken city of 
Vallenar were landed from Chabuco 
and were sent along roads gaping 
with fissures. The railroad which 
would ordinarily have been used had 
been destroyed by the earthquake.

Workers and Peasants. 


NEW ECONOMIC POLICY 
“HAS BEEN JUSTIFIED” 


People’s Great Need Is to 
Save, He Says, to Learn to 
Read and Write, to Estab- 
lish Industries. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ 
MOSCOW, Nov. 14.—The _ soviet 


government's change of economic 
policy in the spring of 1921 has been 
justified in every way, Premier Len- 
ine declared in an address yosterday 
before the tongress of the Third In- 


ternationale. 

At the time the change was made, 
he frankly admitted, the soviet was 
losing touch with the majority of the 
workers and virtually the entire 
peasantly was opposing the rapid 
transformation into communism. The 
leaders had to admit they had gone 
too far and too fast. 

There was no possibility of peasant 
uprisings, he continued, “The peas- 
ants and the workingmen, too, in the 
industrial centers, are well satisfied,” 
“Grain tax has been col- 
lected this season without trouble or 
the use of force.” 

The Premief asserted there was 
absolutely no danger for soviet Rus- 
sia in the new economic policy be- 
cause the Government retained large 
industries and the state commerce, 


Use of Foreign Capital. 


By the introduction of mixed com- 
nahies, in which foreign capital par- 
ticipated, soviet Russia would be able 
to learn commercial tricks from the 
foreigners while retaining full con- 
trol and being in a position to bring 
these relations to an end whenever it 
might be found that any of the com- 
panies was endangering the com- 
munistic cause. 
The big industries were in most 
diffieult circumstances and 100,000,- 
000 gold rubles would be required to 
re-establish them, he said. 
“Not a ruble has. yet come from 
the outside in the way of a loan,’ 
Lenine added. “Therefore, the task 
before Us necessitates economy in the 
budget and eferywhere possible, even 
ir) the sehool expenses.. The great. 
need is to save. Our state apparatus 
must be eurtailed everywhere. Not 
one of the foreign concessions which 
you have all heard about has yet 
brought us a single penny. — 
“We must concentrate our efforts 
to put industry on a working vasis 
and for this purpose 20,000,000 gold 
rubles have been set aside as a re- 
serve fund. We can never become 
a civilized nation unless our indus- 
tries are permanently established.” 
Problgm of the Ruble. 
Lenine claimed for the new eco- 
nomie policy that the ruble had been 
stabilized in the last five months, al- 
though a quadrillion of paper rubles 
had been issued. The soviets had 
become financial geniuses, he said. 
‘We have already done away with 
four ciphers and hope in the near 
future to chop off a lot \nore from 
the quadrillion.” 

“The great task before the Rus 
sians,’’ he added, “is to learn. We 
must learn to read, to write, to or- 
ganize.”’ 

Regarding the ideal of a world 
revolution, he cautioned his follow- 
ers against rasShness and urged that 
international events be watched 
more carefully, ever keeping in mind 
the five years’ experience of the 
Russian revolution. 

Lenine’s entrance into the palace 
throne room, where the congress is 
meeting, was unexpected. He was 
greeted by the entire assembly, al! 
standing, and the “Internationale”’ 
was sung in about 40 different lan- 
guages. ; 
Lenine spoke in German. He said 
that, owing to his recent illness and 
the resulting accumOlation of work, 
he would not be able to participate 
in other meetings of the congresg.

The 
Illinois Central agent said that he 
had a telegram from the railway 
mail clerk on the train which 
brough the pouch to Carterville, 
stating that no large sum;of money 
had been placed ih the pouch, 

It is said that the payroll of the 
Madison Mine No. 9, which is 
brought in by the Illinois Centrai, 
anda runs between $50,000 and $200,- 
000, was received seyeral days ago. 
Postoffice officers say they believe 
there was little of value in the 
-pouch., 

Rushing was driving towards the 
postoffice in front of the Carter- 
ville Mining Co. when a touring car 
eontaining three men drove near his 
car, forcing him to stop. One of the 
men struck him with a revolver, in- 
flicting slight injury, while another 
grabbed the mail pouch. The rob- 
bers’ car sped southward on the 
hard road. 

Mayor Hayton and Chief of Police 
Walker organized a posse of about 
15 business men who started after 
the robbers in automohiles within 15 
minutes after the holdup.

REFUGEES REPORTED 
STARVING IN SALONIKI 


Red Cross Worker Says~ Riots 
. Occur Daily at Only Soup 
Kitchen in City, — 


By the Associated Press. , 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Hun- 
dreds of refugees from Asia Minor, 


ravaged by smallpox and starvation, 
are dying daily at Saloniki, aecord- 
ing t6 a message from Miss Sophie 
Nelson of the American Red. Cross 
nursing service dt Athens, received at 
national headquarters of the Red 


Cross. : 

Miss Nelson, who-hae just returned 
to Athens after a survey of condl- 
tions in Saloniki, gives a first-hand 
picture of “terrible conditions among 
the. starving thousands,” an an- 
nouncement by the Red Cross say?. 

“First careful examination of the 
refugee area at Saloniki just com- 
pleted,” the Nelson message said. 
“This is the largest refugee center In 
Greece. There are 70,000 in city and 
another 70,000 in surrounding eoun-* 
try. Hundreds are dying daily. Ma- 
laria is sweeping allcamps. There is 
no food, no clothing, no medica] su- 
perintendent. Whoever gets sick, 
dies. An American Red Cross ship 
arrived with flour and. people 
mobbed it, breaking the flour sacka. 
Every day big riots oceur at the only 
sdup kitchen in Saloniki, which dis- 
renses 7500 portions daily. People 
fight for food, pulling Hair and |. 
gnocking each other down: There is 
looting and stealing at night 
throughdout' the city. 

“One of the greatest tragedies is 
the frequent suicide of those who can 
no longer endure the awful. condi- 
tions. The city is choked with refu- 
gees, who are in schools, churches, 
mosques, warehouses, cafes, moving 
picture theaters, ruins, corridors of 
public buildings, railway stations and | 
quays. You fall over them in the 
streets.”

Only one or two drew the distinction 
that the opinion was based upon bias 
instead upon the question of guilt 
or innocence. 

Justification Defense Forecast. 

Questions asked by Attorney Ru- 
fus Neeley for the defense were con- 
strued as forecasting a defense of 
justification. Veniremen were asked 
by him whether they had formed an 
opinion as to whether the killings 
in the Herrin ‘incident’ were lawful 
or umiawful. He also asked. some 
witnesses: whether they had- formed 
opinions as to whether the killings 
were murder or manslaughter. 

If the community takes any in- 
terest in the selection of the jury it 
is not evidenced by attendance in 
court. The audience yesterday con- 
sidted almost entirely of bored ve- 
niremen. Whether this results from 
a purpose to ignore the proceedings 
or is simply due to the monotony of 
the present stage is not clear. 

The impression of purpose is 
strengthened by the fact that the 
same lack of interest was apparent 
throughout the grand jury investi- 
gation. The only time there has been 
a crowd in court was on the opening 
day of the trial. It is expected, 
though, that when the taking of tes- 
timony begins, interest will override 
any purpose to ignore the proceed-} 
ings that may exist and that the 
courtroom will gradually fill. 

Visitor Takes Prisoner's Scat. 

The five accused men with no audi- 
ence to keep alive the consciousness 
of martyrdom are finding the pro- 
ceedings irksome, Otis Clark found 
it particularly so at one juncture 
yesterday and afforded the others 
momentary amusement by yawning 
very audibly. 

The five enjoy the freedom of the 
courtroom with little direct surveil- 
lance. They wander about inside 
the railing at will and converse with 
friends. While one of them was vis-| 
iting yesterday a spectator wandered 
in and usurped his seat. He found 
another chair and the spectator, 
undisturbed, sat an hour with the 
prisoners and when_the proceedings 
lagged he took a nap. Sheriff Thax- 
ton said the new face in the lineup 
of prisoners was a prominent citizen 
of Great Springs who had dropped 
n to see how the case was progress- 
ng.

His Two Mechanicians Also Vic- 
tims in Crash During Con- 

test for Grand Prize. / -

—Edmond Poiree, noted French avi- 
ator, and his two mechanicians, were 
killed when his mac crashed 
during the competition for the Grand 
Prix for commercial airplaines here. 

The accident was due to the 
breaking of the rear propeller of 
Poire’s airplane, which cut through 
the machine. 


Edmond Poilree has been promi- 
Bo in French aviation circles for 
more than a decade. He became fa- 
mous as a daring pilot before the 
World War broke out, and in De- 
cember, 1914, he joined the Russian 
forces and helped organize the aerial 
section. of the Czar’s armies. Sev- 
eral times he narrowly escaped death 
or capture on bombardment flights 
over the German army, 

Later, with the French armies, 
Poiree distinguished himself. as % 
bombardment and observation flyer. 
After the war he continued his fly- 
ing, entering in many international 
competitions. 

In August, 1921, shortly after he 
had refused an offer to head the air 
forces of the Moorish rebels, who 
were fighting the Spaniards, . Poiree 
won the Prix Michelin, covering 3000 
kilometers in 37 hours and 14 min- 
utes. Another competitor, Capt. Mar- 
tinetti of the Italian army, 
better time, but was unable to land 
at the field in Rome, from which he 
took off.

By stripping the first squares, 
eges and larvae deposited by the 
weevils are removed, says the bulle- | 
tin. This disposes of the weevils’ 
progeny, but a considerable number 
of adult weevils remain. These, ce- | 
prived of the squares in which to 
hide and upon which to feed, turn 
upon the terminal or growing bud of | 
the plant for food. With the squares 
out of the way by stripping, it is sim- 
ple to fill the terminal bud with poi- 
son from a dust germ.

The six St. Louis high schools 
have eight orchestras, the personne!

Cleveland High School, be- 
sides its senior orchestra, has two 
junior erchestras. The three high 
schools having bands are «Soldan, 
Central and Cleveland. 

The high school orchestras have 
an average of about 30 members 
each, while those in the elementary 
schools range from 15 to 45 children. 
It is estimated that more than 2200 
public. school children are engaged 
in organized, orchestral work. This 
number is irrespective of glee and 
mandolin clubs. There also are 59 
violin classes in the grade schools. 

Eugene M. Hahnel, supervisor of 
music of the Board of Education, is 
in charge of the work, and is as- 


; sisted by three assistant supervisors. 


Each grade school orchestra is con- 
ducted by a teacher, who has tak- 


m@\en the extension courses given in 


music at Harris Teachers’ College.

Began With “Complete Pattern.” 

“A human being is the product of 
a single cell, which contains his 
complete pattern. Whether he is 
black or white, the color of his 
hair and eyes, the size and fineness 
of his brain and the character of the 
emotions that will determine the 
course of his life, all depend on 
what's in the cell, and no power on 
earth or elsewhere that we know 
anything about can change it. 

“The child may be an idiat or a 
genius. It may be a moron. Most of 
us are democratic, neither idiot, 
genius nor moron, but along the 
border there somewhere. 

“Just two things, heredity and en- 
vironment, decide what a man is. He 
has no responsibility for his herédity. 
I think you will admit he has no re- 
sponsibility for his environment, 
either.

In that 
time his habits and his ideas are all 
fixed. 

“I believe that there is never a 
time when anybody has anything to 
do with himself.

Act Emotional or Automatic. 

“If you take man as a reasoning 
being you can’t find much in him. 
He cannot even get up out of a chair 
as an act of reason. He has to have 
some stimulus, like a call to dinner, 
or a pin under him. 

“His actions are almost all emo- 
tional or automatic. Nature never 
intrusts important things to rea- 
son. Your heart begins to beat be- 
fore you are born @nd stops after 
If you had to think 
to make it beat you'd be studying 
biology or Socialism and forgct 
about it. You'd die. A man eats 
because he’s hungry. If he had to 
reason about it, the intelligent man 
would never eat. He would be read- 
ing Einstein or Bergson and starve 
to death. 

Crime Matter of Law. 

“There is no difference in the in- 
dividual worth of a man except in 
what he can do. The criminal has 
just had harder luck than we, before 
his birth and after. Crime is simply 
violation of a law. It does not neo 
essarily imply right or wrong. 

“T’ve been in the Legislature and 
I know’ how these laws are made. 
They are made by not very clever 
lawyers or very clever ones who 
ure corporation lawyers because 
they are clever; bridge-tenders, sa- 
loonkeepers—it used to be saloon- 
keepers; now it's something worse— 
and so on and s0 on. 

“These legislators do not go by 
religion in making the laws. They | 
don’t go by conscience. Conscience 
is a matter of place and time, like 
religion. In the East, a woman's 
conscience won't let her go without 
a veil, but will let her go barefoot. 
Here it lets her go without a veil | 
and pains here if she contemplates 
going barefoot.

“Custom, habits, folk-ways, regu- 
late right and wrong. People began 
to move a certain path before they 
began to think. If you get off the 
path you are wrong.

LAST OF QUINAULT INDIANS WHO 
MADE 1859 TREATY DIES AT 107 


Though Owner of Rich Timber Claim 
He Died in Abject Poverty. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TAHOLAH, Wash.—The death of 
Wapatuk this week on the Quinault 
Indian Reservation at the reputed 
age of 107 years, removes the last‘ 
survivor of the original band which 
made the famous treaty with the 
Government in 1859. Wapatuk died 
in abfect poverty, although he owned 
a timber claim worth many thou- 


sands of dollars. While there is no 
way of computing the age of the old 
Indiahs who are now passing, Wapa- 
tuk has long been known as the old- 
est of the tribe, 
Born near this little town more 
than @ century ago, he lived to see 
his father’s wigwam replaced by a 
thriving town of modern homes. 
Built with large physique, Wapatuk 
took up the burden of warfare when 
quite young and was acknowledged 
one of the best bow and arrow shots 
in the tribe. With the coming of the 
white man, Wapatuk moved farther 
and farther up the Quinault, hunting 
and fishing, living the lazy, indolent 
life of the fish-eating tribes of Puget 
Sound. His features during the last 
40 years were literally cross-hatchea 
with thousands of deep wrinkles.

"The law of cause and effect 
operates here as it does everywhere, 
and we fool lawyers centinue to pun- 
ish effects and pay no attention to 
eauses. A lawyer would treat typhoid 
by sending the patient to jail. 


“The first thing to do about it is 
to stop talking morality to the crim- 
inal. He knows he did what he had 
to do at the time he did it. Second, 
we must try to get the cruelty out of 
man. He is a crue! beast. The origin 
of punishment was vengeance, and a 
lot of justice is hatred. Then if we 
can see ourselves in the man who 
had worse luck, if we can find some 
ground of kinship, if only that we 
both have this terrible hopeless task 
of living—we may be able to do 
something for him.’ 

“fT doubt that we shall ever bregd 
a_better man. It can be done, but 
wnat kind of a man de.you want? 
Do you want a fat man, or a slim 
one? Do.you want a Goliath, or a 
genius? Who is going to decide 
this? If there were a superman 
in the universe, he would decide for 
us, but if a superman existed he 
would eat us as we eat hogs.”’ /

CHURCH FUND TAKEN U 


Income Will Be Used to Aid Su- 
perannuated Ministers of 
M. E. Church, South. ~ 


' 7 
Plans to raise a fund of $10,- 
000,000, the income from which will 


be used to ald superannuated Meth- 
odist ministers, were discussed at a 
meeting of the executive committee 
of the Board of Finance of the M. E. 
Church, South, here yesterday. 

This furid was authorized at the 
General Methodist Conference at 
Hot 8 rings,, Ark., last spring, and. 
according to Bishop W. F. McMurry, 
chairman of the executive commit. 
tee, complete plans for its realiza- 
tion will be submitted to the next 
annual conference, in 1923. 


Tentative Plan. 


The tentative plan arranged yes- 
terday to raise the fund calls for a 
subscription by each Methodist 
Church, South, of the equivalent of 
its pastor's salary for one year. 

“Our ministers as® paid approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 annually,” said 
Bishop McMurry. “if each church 
pays @ subscription equal to the sal- 
ary paid the minister, our fund will 
be raised. The payment of this 
amount would be, of course, distrib- 
uted over a period of two or three 
years, but we hope to have the entire 
amount paid up by that time.’ 

The Board of Finance, located in 
St. Louis, would control this fund. 
This board wasereated in 1018, and 
at present has about $900,000 in 
trust. 

Bishop McMurry, who was: here 
yesterday to attend the meeting of 
the Executive Committee, spoke 
briefly at the weekly meeting of 
Southern Methodist ministers of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County. He out- 
lined the uses to which the Centenary 
Fund was being put, telling of the 
added work being done in the Far 
East and also in Europe. 

Better Missions in Ortent. 

“Of the total of $35,000,000 raised 
in subscriptions to this gund,” he 
told them, “more than half has been 
paid up. As a result, we are estab- 
lishing more and better missions in 
the Orient, and are building up 
Christianity in war-stricken Europe.” 

In Central Europe, the Bishop 
told them, the work was particular- 
ly advanced. “In Prague, we have 
what is perhaps the largest Metho- 
dist church in the world,” he stated. 
“Those people are eager to attend our 
schools and missions, and a great 
work has been made porsible 
through the ntenary fund.’’e 

An. outline of the hospital and 
church work in China and Korea 
also was given the ministers, and 
Bishop ‘MeMurry urged fhat they 
tell their econgregationg more about 
the work being done through the 
Centenary fund. “Some of our mem- 
bers don’t know what their money 
is being used for,’’ he added.

He won the championship in 19165, 
boxed one 10-round bout with Frank 
Moran and was knocked out by 
Dempsey in ‘19.

AAA TA ARETE 
' How Mary Lyon Built the First Womah’s College in the U. S. 


ARY LYON was the daughter , 
M-: Aaron and Jemima Lyon. | 


She was born Feb. 28, 1797, ins 
Buckland, a small mountaim village 
in Western Massachusetts. Miss 
Lyon was gifted with beauty, as well 
as brains, and her auburn hair, her 
sparkling eyes of deep blue, and her 
clear-cut features wtre often favor- 
ably commented upon when her 
mental brightness passed unnoticed. 

When Mary Lyon's father died she 
was 5 years old, and when she was 
13 her mother married again, taking 
the younger children with. her and 
leaving Mary to keep house for her 
brother in the little mountain home. 
He gave her $1 a week, and she was 
able to add a little.to this by weav- 
ing for friends. Then she accepted 
a position teaching a village sehool 
at 75 cents a week and “boarding 
around” from house to house. 


But Mary Lyon was undaunted by 
the small wages and her lack of 
funds to complete the higher edu- 
cation for which she hungered. She 
saved every penny she could muster 
up, with grim determination, and 
kept her goa! before her. Five years 
after this an academy was founded 
in Ashfield, near where Mary Lyon 
lived with her brother, and she de- 
cided to attend. 


Pupils Laughed. 
When she put in an appearance, 


dressed in a homesun dress, queer 
shoes with no laces, and a very 
awkward manner, the pupils 
laughed. But they soon ehanged 
their minds, for Mary Lyon éclipsed 
even the brightest of them in every 
study. 

Squire White, one of the ‘most re- 
spected citizens of Ashfield, had a 
daughter, Amanda, near Mary Ly- 
on’s age. Every member of the 
White family fell in love with the 
quaint ways and brilliant mind of 
the new pupil at once. So confident 
were they that Mary Lyon was des- 
tined to do a great work that they 
took her into their home, and she 
lived as though she were Amanda's 
sister. | 

From Sanderson Academy in Ash- 
field, Miss Lyon went with Amanda 
to a seminary in Byfield, near New- 
bury, Mass. When shé left there, 
two years later, a position as in- 
structor at her old: school at Ash- 
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field was offered, and she accepted 
it gladly. From ‘there she went to 
assist in organizing an incorporated 
academy at Derry, N. H.. and was 
highly successful in the work. After 
this, with a Miss Grant, with whom 
she had organized the Derry school, 
she organized a boarding school of 
100 pupils at Ipswich, Mass. 


Pinnacle of Success. 


Miss Lyon was now 38 years old 
and had been studying the education 
of women all her life. On every side 
were women who owed their educa- 
tion largely to her and her influence 
in organizing schools was felt im 
many states. 

Then came the pinnacle of Mary 
Lyon's success, her greatest achieve- 
ment—the founding of Mount Holy- 
oke Seminary, the first college ex- 
clusively for women. The charter 
was signed by the Governor of Mas- 
sachusetts on Feb. 11, 1836, 25 years 
before the founding of Vassar and 
Elmira colleges in New York. 

When 62 years old Mary Lyon 
died, and was mourned as “the 
greatest builder of womanhood.” 
She died March 5, 1849.
